REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.48(a) 
and alternately now under 37 C.F.R. 1.182-83 



Sir: 

The DECISION ON PETITION (copy enclosed) under 37 C.F.R. 1.48(a) in this matter 

states: 

37 C.F.R. 1.48(a) petitions to correct inventorship require ...(4) written 
consent of the assignee. 

The written consent of the assignee (listed in the Assignment as Lieberman 
Software Corporation ...) is missing. 

We respectfully urge that the decision to dismiss Applicant's petition is error and we 
request reconsideration. The submittal of the assignment by the assignee to the Office for 
Recordation is a de facto written consent of the assignee. Enclosed are copies of the two 
individual inventor assignments, the Recordation Form Cover Sheet that the assignee submitted 
to the Office with these when requesting recordation, and the Notice of Recordation 
subsequently issued by the Office. As can be seen in the inventor assignments, these are by both 
inventors and they clearly identify each as inventors. As can be seen from the Recordation Form 
Cover Sheet, the assignee has acknowledged/consented in a writing that both of the inventors are 
inventors. Furthermore, the Notice of Recordation is also a writing, and we urge that its 
acceptance by the assignee is a further written consent that the omitted inventor be treated as an 
inventor. 



Other Remarks And Alternate Basis For Petition And Grant 



For clarification of the record in this case, an additional written consent of the assignee is 
also provided herewith. 

The intent of the inventors and the assignee in this matter cannot be in question. The 
failure to include a more formal form of written consent with the original petition in July 2004 
was unfortunate, but it will not be the proximate cause here if the Office issues a patent that 
omits Nicholas M. Carroll as an inventor. That cause will be the Office's inaction in deciding 
Applicant's petition for over four years, and then only when prompted to do so at the urging of 
its own issuance branch and the Applicant. Both undersigned and the Office have made mistakes 
here, but it is the Office's errors that have prevented Applicant from becoming aware of this 
situation and correcting it earlier, and that have allowed this matter to become time critical. 

If Applicant's petition is still felt to be not grantable under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a) we urge 
that it is alternately grantable under either of 37 C.F.R. § 1.182-83. We respectfully note that all 
formalities (e.g., timeliness, payment of official fees, etc) for this petition under any basis were 
dealt with in Application's original submittal on July 19, 2004.
